And Holly Black says that as a kid, she used to walk around 
her yard looking for evidence of faeries. She hopes that 
Spiderwick readers do the same. 


To help the actors perform, and to show the special 
effects team where to add the monsters later with 
computers, the crew often used cardboard cutouts 
while shooting creature-filled scenes.
